in Wanchai Road, after carrying away tho 
low party wall, strack the back of hiuses 
79, 81, and 83, breaking through the roof 
‘and back wall. Tn the coolia housu at the 
back of No. 83, ten or more cvolies were 
quacterad at. the time. The crash of. the 
falling houses was heard at No, 2 Police 
Station, and Inspector Swanston and Ser- 
! geant McKay (No. 67) at once proceeded to 
the apot turender assistance. A large granite 
block, of about 14. ton in weight, and o 
great quantity of carth, wero found on the 
first fluor of No. 83, A man was beard 
screaming from under the woodwork of the 
fallen roof and with considerable labour 
and risk the man was roscued and agnt to 
Hospital Others escaped with little or no 
injury. The hyad coolie informed the 
Inspector that two more mon were under’ 
the block of granite and‘ upon tilting tho 
stone down into the coakhouse below, and 
removing tho surrounding earth, tho 
bodies of the two decrased were found 
below, one in a sitting position and the 
other lying down; both dead.

Some amount of false alarm hss been 
created in Qanton owing to the iuinber of 
deaths that have happened amongst the Chi- 
nese. Some have been inclined tu think that 
clolera haa made its appearance amongat 
us. This ir a must ill-grounded bolicf. 
Any one who has lived in Chiaa and 
especially in Canton knows well enuugh 
what the so-called Wan Yuk or pestilence 
ia, J have acen it in other citios. It ap- 
pears every year ond always about the 
same time, This year it is somowhat ng- 
gravated in consequeno: of the unseason- 
able weather.we have had of late. - 
Tt may be attribtited to three or four 
causes. No doubt they all contribute to 


make thd, disease more prevalent than it 
would bu if ous cause ur wore were'eliniina 
ted, : 

1. The Chinese. pluck their fruit before 
itisripa. Thoy say if they donot some one 
that haa no right to it will pluck it for 
them. The unripe fruit brings on an at-, 
tack of choleraic diarrhex. We hear every 
year of men dying through eating melons 
and lichoos. Ove may tell them not to eat 
unrips fruit,.aud they will agree with all 
you say and go straightway and eat it, 
John Chinaman regards avery foreigner as 
a foot, aud he, because he is a Chinaman, 
must know what is good and what is bad 
to eat, 

2. At thia season of the yoor, when tho 
days are warm and the evenings cool, the 
Chinese. love to throw off ‘their coats 
and -sit. in the covl of the evening ex- 
chibiting those tokens of divirie favour 
—hig, stomachs. They ratire to their 
vi tious couches, and as the night ad- 
vancea it becomes colder and colder and 
they yet cold and ia this manner an attack 
‘of thd Wan Yik is induced, for they neglect 
to covar their stomachs, ‘ 
- 3. Any ono who hag walked through the 
atraets of Canton mast have notioed larga 
wouden tubs somotimes filled, with wator.

pusal is a wholly sensible and suund one, 
whichever way it is argued. The fact is, 
Hongkong: is fur too sniall a place to re- 
quire an expensively paid Governor. Je is 
of little value farthor than boing a depot 
for British trade, a naval station, and a 
colony which would be of sbrategical im- 
portance were we ever nyain to go to war 
with China, It iy of no direct political 
valuo as regards our relations with Pekin, 
‘Its civil Governor has no influence outside 
his own islahd domain, and all he has tu do 
within,it is to rule the dostinics ‘of local 
ordinances and petty polica regulations, 
The affairs of the colony would be far better 
managed were they put into the hauds of 
the Ivading coloniats. ‘These, indeed, do 
form a part of the Legislative Cuuncil, but 
the official force altogether winimiees the 
unofficial or commercial und common-sense 
eloment. Of course, there inust be ahend ; 
that position should be held by tha General 
commanding the troops. On a small scale, 
Hongkong ia 4 kind of Gibraltar, Its 
atronyeat points of importance only become 
apparent when war threatens, Wo strongly 
apport and indorse Mr MacEwen’s view 
that the civil Goverpor shoul bu one 
away with, and more poxsr given to a 
couneil composed of colonists interested in 
the prospority of the island. As premior 
of these, of course, the military Governor 
would sit. Really, when we come to think 
of the smallness of Hongkong and of the 
mere local details after which « civil Gy 
vornor is called upon to look, the wonder is 
that such a post has been so long tolerated; 
Tn saying this we mean no disparagement 
to Hungkong—only wa fail to see, a9 evide 
ently somo of its colonists are now hegin- 
ning to gee, why the services of the General 
commanding the troops should not be util- 
ised as Governor. ‘he military duties aro 


fur too amall to engross ether the whole 
time or attention of au active mun. ° Ho. 
sides, Hongkong has all along been suffer. 
ing from an ovar-dusa of civil officialdom, 
Tt has snfiered from the want of conserva. 
tism, on the. part. of too many of its civils 
Governors, who hase tried to establish that 
the British colony of Hongkong existed for 
the benefit of the Chinese and Gerinang, 
and not for the English, .° As'a rule, a mi: 
litary Governor hea more national instincts, 
He takes a mure eumprehensive view of the 
value of a colony, more particularly of an 
isolated colony like Hongkuny. Working 
harmoniously. with the leading coluniats as 
his council, a military Governor would bo 
more likely to succeed than a civil one, 
History, to, clearly shows that civil Gu 
vernors in Hongkong have never altogether 
aucceedadsmnay, in. too many cases have 
hopelessly failed, They have little to do 
save make mounts‘is-out of local molehilla, 
and theh indirectly contrast their import.

MARSHALL MANTEUFFEL: 
Tho following notico of Marshall Man- 
tonffel, whoso death. is announced by 
Reuter to-duy, appears in Men of the Pine:— 


Manteuffel, Edwin Hons Carls, Baron 
Von, General of the Cavalry, and Adjutant- 
General vf the Ewuperor of Germany, was, 
born Fob. 24, 1809, ut Magileburg, being 
desconded from an old Pomeranian noble 
family, which afterwards settled in Lower 
Lusatia, Induced by hia especial pro- 
ference for n military life, he entered, 
April’ 29, 1837, tho Dragoon Guards ax 
Avuntageur, and received, on May 15, 1828, 
his patont as Second Lieutenant, 
toe ee ew ew Un May, 
1858, Von Mantouffel was advanced to the 
grade of Major-Goneral, being nominated 
at the same time General 2 la Suite of the 
King ; and in Jun,, 186, he was made Ad- 
jutant-Generul, while on Oct, 18, tho same 
yeur, he attained the rank of Lieutenant. 
General. This mpid advancement excited 
envy, and Manteutfel was vigorously at- 
tacked in the democratic press, In the law 
case between Lieutonant-Gencral von Man- 
teuifel and Stadtgerichstrath Carl Twesten 
(1861), tho former had the greater part of 
the proas against him: ‘fhe alliance of 
Prassia and Austria for the so-called libera- 
tion of the Elbe Duchios vas gonorally ro- 
garded as the work of General von Man: 
teutfel, as ho was especially in favour at the 
Court of Vienna, The Prussian Govern. 


ment sent him accordingly, in Jan., 1864, }. 


avon after the outbreak of war in the 
Duchies, to Vienna, to propoas energetic war 
measures, which task ho discharged with 
perfect success. In Feb., 1861, he was 
sent to the armywin Schleswig-Hulstoin, 
participated in the battle of Missunde, and 
in-tho passage of the Schiei, and led the 
military actions,’ which issued, in March, 
in the oceupation of Jutland, On the con- 


clusion of the war with Denmark, when tho, 


course of. affuirs inthe Elbo Dughies, and 
the question of their administration and 
distribution, gave rise tv misunderstandings 
between Prussia and Auatria, Genéral von 
Mantouffel oxerted himself to bring about 
an amicuble agreement between the twu 
powers. © ‘The Convention of Gustein, 
which offectud this object,’ was chiefly the 
work of the General. Already in Juno, 
1865, he’ had been intrusted with the 
supreme command of the troops In the Elbe 
Duchies; and, ae a result of the Gaatein

For 
thea aorvices the King of Prussia conferred 
upon him the order Pour le Mérite, Aftor 
the conclusian of peace, Mantentfl received 
a diplomatic mission to St. Petersburg, for 
the purpose of obtaining the reongnition’ by 
the Ruasian government of the resnits of 
the war, On his return from Ruasia, Ge. 
naral” Manteuffel wid named General-in-

Holstein; and.on Sept. 20 was advanced to 
the rank.of General of Cavalry and Chief 
of ‘the Rhenish Regiment . of “Dragoons 
(No. 5); and on Oot."

LIQUID FUEL FOR MARINE 
PURPOSES. 
At tha Royal United Survie Institution, - 
Whitehall; on Friday, tie 18th May, Ad- 
inital W. Arthar, O.B., prosiding, a papor 
was read by Admiral J. H. Selwyn on the 
subject of the substitution of liquid fuel for 
coal on ships ut aca, Admiral Sulwyn ro- 
mindéd the older mombera of the institu- 
tion ‘that 20 yours ago he drew Attention to 
the anormous value of liquid fuel for the 
Royal and Mercantile marine, and anid that 
he had the mojtification of secing the sub- 
ject, which was neglected by this country, 
taken up by other nations, especially by 
Russia, He stated that by tho use of liquid 
fucl a vossel could carry twice as much 
power of propulsion as a vessel with coal; 
and he commented on tho disadvantages 
which wonld arise to British,veasels in huy- 
ing to meus opponents which could use 
dauble powers'in escaping without the aid 
.Of resorting to atation,_Ho xelated the. 
Tesults of experiments, ‘and proceoded to 
stato-that his object was to enforce a groater 
economy of fuel, which could bo alfectad © 
without any of that large expenditure often 
4 necessary concomitant of radical changes, 
To burn liqnid fuel instead of coal required 
no change in engines of boilers, and only 
such adaptation of the furnaces a8 could be 
roadily carriod out in each ship by her own 
artificers and onginaers. At tho same time, 
it removed the necessity for a whole army 
of stokers'and coal trimmers. - It onablod a 
ship to receive hor fuel with the greatest 
facility at sea or in harbour, while proceed- 
ing under steam or even auil, waa without 
nuisance of dust or ashes, and was not 
liable either to spontanoous combustion or 
deterioration by time, heat, or moisture. 
If tho ahip got on shore it cuuld be ran oub 
to lighten hor, or pumped out into lighters, 
with a speed aud: facility unappronchable 
with coal; and, lastly, if,.as he believed, 46 
lbs of water could be evaporated with 1 Ib 
of fuel, full atuwtning for 24 days could be 
carried on where now it was limited to four. 
Thus each whip would be six ‘timoa as 
effective sa now. Ho declared that it wus 
inconceivable how a nation like the British 
shoald havo allowed this matter to romain 
dormant till another Power touk it up. In 
conclusion, ho pointed out that. the annual 
Vote for the Navy amounted to about 18 
millions, of which six millions would be da 
yotod to tho ships und their crews, 1f each 
ship was made twice as eflicient—that was 
to say, could remain on ‘her station twice - 
aa long as before by roason of a chango in 
her fuel which gave her that powor—this 
might be considercd as affecting the value 
of the whole fest to the extent of 12 mill--
